FAST DYING OFF 

Hardships, Hunger and Sickness 
Depopulating Copper 
River. 


MILLIONS 


INDIANS TORTURE A VICTIM. HEAVY FALL OF VOLCANIC ASHES 


Seattle.—Rev. G. S. Cloveuger of 
Skagway says Copper river is fast be¬ 
coming depopulated of natives. Hard¬ 
ship, hunger and sickness, he says, 
have taken off more than half of the 
Indians of that region of Alaska with¬ 
in the past five years. 

Rev. Mr. Clevenger recently visited 
Valdez and investigated the condition 
of the natives, and he declares that 
the destitution among them is greater 
than in any other Alaskan tribe. It 
is said, furthermore, that the Indians 
are more deserving of care, and that 
they are a peaceable, industrious and 
as yet uncorrupted lot. One of the 
things that would seem to bear out 
this estimate of their character is the 
fact that the miners of the Copper 
river neighborhood are taking great 1 
interest in them and qre very anxious 
that they be assisted by the Federal 
Government. 

There were 600 Indians in the dis¬ 
trict extending from a point about 100 
or 150 miles from the mouth of Cop¬ 
per river for another 100 miles up 
stream in 1898. They had never seen 
a white man since the exit of the 
Russians. There are now less than 
300, and these are rapidly becoming 
still less. 

Many of them have starved, to 
death, and the lack of nourishment 
has resulted in lowering their vita] ity 
to such an extent that they are sub¬ 
ject to colds, which rapidly develop 
into consumption, resulting in early 
death. _ 

Rumor That King Leopold Is Insane. 

New York.—A cable to the Sun 
from Vienna says: The Montan Zeit- 
ung says there is a rumor that King 
Leopold of Belgium is suffering from 
mental aberration. This has possibly 
led to the extraordinary decision that 
the Count of Flanders, heir to the 
throne, should be summoned to re¬ 
turn to Brussels at once.

Many girls have joined the striking 
silversmiths iu Manahttan and Brook¬ 
lyn, and a general strike of 3000 sil¬ 
versmiths is threatened throughout 
Massachusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island if a nine-hour work day 
is not granted. Seven firms in New 
York City are reported to have grant- 1 
ed the smiths’ demands. 

The bank of Richards, Mo., eight 
j miles east of Fort Scott, Kansas, was 
blbwu up last week and the burglars 
got away with 81589. Two robbers 
I came to Fort Scott on a hand-car and 
ate breakfast at a lunchroom, aud 
paid for it with a smoked half-dollar 
taken from the bank. The officers 
j are in close pursuit. 

The west bound Black Diamond ex¬ 
press on theL ehigh Valley Railroad, 
which left Jeresy City, N. J., was 
wrecked east of Newark. Fifteen 
persons were more or less seriously 
hurt, one coach aud the engine being 
overturned. The express ran on a 
; siding and collided with an engine, 
i One of the passengers hurt was Mrs. 
Carrie Nation of Kansas. One of her 
hands was slightly cut and an arm 
badly braised. 

Complete revised lists of the dead 
and injured victims of the explosion 
of fireworks in Madison square, New 
York City, show that twelve persons 
were killed and about eighty injured. 
Several of these are slightly hurt 
and many others are in a serious con. 
dition. Seven legs of victims of the 
fireworks explosion were amputated 
at Bellevue Hospital, besides the am¬ 
putations there were dozens of minor 
operations on hands and feet and for 
burns. Many of the patients under¬ 
went several operations, and some 
lost both hands. 

Rev. R. Irving, a missionary who 
arrived at Victoria, B. C., from Laos, 
Siam, the scene of recent rebellion, 
says that the Shans, whose district is 
between Laos aud Burmah, were un¬ 
justly taxed by the Siamese, and 
thousands of them rose in rebellion. 
They captured Muang Pro and massa¬ 
cred all the Siamese they could lay 
their hands on, seventeen or eighteen 
headsb eing removed by the victors, 
and even the Governor was not 
spared. Rev. Mr. Irving says the re- 
belliousSShans bore no enmity to any¬ 
body but the Siamese. They did not 
bother Europeans or other natives. 
Rendered confident by their victory, 
they made a raid on Lakawan. The 
place was well fortified and the raid¬ 
ers were repulsed with loss. 

Steamers arriving at Victoria, B. C., 
bring news that anti-foreign pla¬ 
cards are scattered all over Cheng-tu, 
China, and the Boxer disturbances 
are now rife throughout that vicinity. 
The report that their female leader, 
Kuna Ying (Goddess of “Mercy) was 
captured in the battle fought outside 
the walls of Cheng-tu is untrue. The 
Boxers’ female leader is but 17 years 
old, and the woman captnred and be¬ 
headed was over 60. The Boxers con¬ 
tinue to raid out-of-the-way villages, 
and several churches have been burn¬ 
ed and converts massacred. A New- 
chwang correspondent tells of a fight 
between Russians and bandits. The

DELIVERY 

Annual Report Submitted on 
the Postal Service 
Branches. 

ADDITIONAL FUNDS REQUIRED. 

It Is Estimated That the Free Delivery 
Will Be Extended to Seventy-Two 
Offices During the Cur¬ 
rent Year. 


Union of Fishermen of Coast and Alaska. 

Seattle.--The vast army of fisher¬ 
men on the Pacific Coast and in Alas¬ 
ka are to be organized under the head 
of the Fishermen’s Protective Uuiou 
of the Pacific Coast and Alaska. The 
headquarters of the new organization 
is at San Francisco, and I. N. Hylen, 
agent,' has been in Seattle for the past 
several days for the purpose of estab¬ 
lishing the first local Hgeuey here. 
This was done iu the Sailors’ Union 
Hull. As yet there has beeu no scale 
of prices established for the fish 
which the fishermen will deliver to 
the canneries when the next season 
opens. Hylen says this will be made 
later ou, and in all probability it will 
be au advance on what has beeu paid 
by some canners in the past. 

STEAMER LOST AND 

SCORES MISSING 

Ninety-six May Have Perished 
in an Australian 
Wreck. 

Melbourne. — The British steamer 
Elaugamite, bound from Sydney, N. 
S. W., for Auckland, has been wreck 
ed on Three Kings island. Forty-one 
of those on board the steamer were 
saved and ninety-six are missing. 

Wellington, N. Z.—The lost steam¬ 
er Elaugamite carried 110 passengers. 
She was wrecked Sunday morning. Six 
of her boats and two rafts left the 
vessel. Twenty-seven of the steam¬ 
er’s passengers and fifteen of her crew 
have landed in New Zealand. Steam 
ers have been sent out to search for 
the rafts and four of the boats, which 
are still missing. Lloyds report 
that thirty-seven passengers have 
been saved, but that it is feared the 
remainder have been lost. 

The steamer Elangamite belonged 
to Huddard, Berkerd & Co. of Mel¬ 
bourne. She was used in the general 
passenger and mail service carried ou 
by this company between the colonies 
and along the coast of Australia. 
Three Kings islands are a group of 
small islands thirty-eight miles 
northwest of New Zealand. 

Railroad Official Missing 

Kalispell, Mont. — Superintendent 
Eaton of the Great Northern has been 
lost in the mountains since last week. 
A large searching party is out. Se¬ 
vere storms have been prevailing and 
it ia feared he may have perished. 

Earthquake in Portugal. 

Lisbon.—A severe earthquake shock 
haa been felt at Guarda, in the prov¬ 
ince of Beira, and at other places. 
There has been a serious loss of life 
and many houses have been destroyed. 


• Washington.—The animal gross cost 
of a complete rural free delivery ser¬ 
vice throughout the United States 
will approximate 821,000,000, accord¬ 
ing to the annual report which First 
Assistant Postmaster-General Wynne 
received from August W. Macheu, 
general superintendent of the service. 
The remaining 700,IKK) square miles 
not now covered by rural free deliv¬ 
ery service, according to the report , 
will require the employment of 26,000 
to 27,IKK) carriers iu addit ion to those 
now employed, making the entire 
force of carriers when the extension 
of (tie service is completed in the 
next three years 40,000. 

After this extension is completed 
the annual rate of increase iu t he 
appropriation is expected not to ex¬ 
ceed 8 or 9 per cent, the rate main¬ 
tained iu the other branches of the 
postal service. To extend the service 
12,000 routes a year until it becomes 
universal, the report says, will re¬ 
quire such largely increased appro¬ 
priations that the annual postoffice 
deficits for the ensuing two or three 
years will probably reach $8,000,000 
or 810,000,000, if not more, but once 
tbe service is completed the addition¬ 
al revenue derived will soon reduce 
the deficits to present figures, if not 
entirely wipe them out. 

During the year 1902 12,403 peti¬ 
tions for the service were tiled, mak¬ 
ing a total on July 1 last of 22,- 
616, which exceeded by ovor 2000 the 
total number during the previous four 
yWs. Since July petitions received 
bffvo averaged over 600 a month. With 
the amount required for routes to be¬ 
gin December 1 the entire appropria¬ 
tion has been absorbed, leaving on 
December 1 fully 1700 routes for 
which there is no appropriation avail¬ 
able. This number probably will lie 
increased by January 1 to at least 250. 

Wynne and Macheu suy that to com¬ 
ply with the demands of the people 
and of members of Congress the de¬ 
partment will require an additional 
appropriation, otherwise further es¬ 
tablishment of service will be deferr¬ 
ed until July 1 next. If the addi¬ 
tional funds are granted 15,000 rural 
free delivory letter carriers will bo iu 
active service by May 1. The esti¬ 
mates call for ten division superin¬ 
tendents, au incrouse of three in 
number. 

Ou July 1 last the city free delivery 
service embraced 933 cities, including 
four iu the insular posesssions, and 
the total number of uniformed letter 
carriers in the city service was 17,- 
875, as against 16,389 the previous 
year. It is estimated that the free 
delivery will be extended to seventy- 
two offices during the current year. 
It is also estimated that the expendi¬ 
ture will aggregate 821,328,300 for the 
maintenance and extension of city 
delivery service during the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1903, including 
8812,000 for sxiecial delivery service, 
which branch has been added to the 
free delivery system during the past 
year. These figures show au increase 
over appropriations for the current 
year of 81,822,850. 

Mascagni’s Arrest Stirs Rome. 

Rome.—The arrest of Mascagni, the 
Italian composer, at Boston, has 
caused an unpleasant impression aud 
much indignant comment. Tho pa¬ 
pers ask if, in view of the personality 
of Mascagni, his arrest could not 
have beeu avoided, and inquire what 
would have been said in the United 
States if Mark Twain had beeu arrest¬ 
ed in Rome for law-breaking through 
ignorance. 

Two Die in New York Fire. 

New York.—Two men lost their 
lives and two boys had narrow escapes 
during a fire which communicated 
from the subway to the mailing and 
pressrooms in the cellar of the New 
York Times building. The fire orig¬ 
inated in the explosion of a gasoline 
lamp. It was extinguished in fifteen 
minutes. 


Man Buried Alive and Slowly Scalped at 
Hoonah Village, Near Juneau. 

Tacoma, Wash.—Dispatches from 
Skagway and Juneau give brief details 
| of a horrible example of witchcraft 
j and superstition iu the Hoonah In¬ 
dian village, forty miles distant from 
| Juneau. Though quiet and peaceable, 

| the Hoonah Indians are very supor- 
j stitious, and nearly every year one or 
i more suffers death violently. 

] Several days ago the Indians took a 
man who was believed to be possessed 
i of the devil aud made him the victim 
| of frightful atrocities. His ears were 
I cut. off' and his body frightfully hack¬ 
led in an unsuccessful effort to drive 
lout the demon. The victim was 
! troubled with epileptic fits. Ho was 
I finally buried alive in tbe earth and 
■ bis sculp cut off inch by inch. Offi¬ 
cers have hurried to tho scene from 
; Juneau on a special steamer. 

Mother and Daughters Burned to Death. 

1 Honolulu,—A fire, believed to be of 
incendiary origin, occurred early in 
tho morning of October 30th, and re¬ 
sulted in the burning to death of a 
mother and daughter, aud tho death 
from the injuries she received of an¬ 
other daughter. Nigel Jackson, hus¬ 
band of one ol' the victims, is sus¬ 
pected of having been the incendiary 
and he is under arrest. l»y the police, 

; though so far there 1ms been little lo- 
I gal evidence secured against him. 
The lire burned the residence of E. B. 
Uriel on Nuuaim street, near the 
Mausoleum. Tho family consisted of 
E. B. Fried and his wife, two unmar¬ 
ried daughters and Mrs. Nigel Jack- 
son, who was living apart from her 
husband, and others. All got safely 
out of the house, but Mrs. Friel and 
her three daughters returned to save 
l some jewelry and other valuables. 


The Steamer Luxor Forced to Leave 
San Benito in Haste. 

Saa Diego.—The steamer Luxor, 
j Captain Timmerman, had au experi¬ 
ence with volcanic ashes while at San 
: Benito, iu tho southern part of Mex¬ 
ico. The steamer had been iu there 
|discharging and was waiting for pa- 
] pers to come from the Mexican offi¬ 
cials, some distance inland, before 
sailing. 

AhoUt 10 o’clock in the morning a 
black cloud appeared in the heavens, 
growing larger, until t ho whole sky 
was overspread, and at 2 o’clock iu 
the afternoon it became dark as night 
and fine ashes commenced falling, 
covering the ship, filling every chink 
and crevice as well as the lungs of 
those on board who found it neces¬ 
sary to cover their mouths aud nos¬ 
trils with wet handkerchiefs to pre¬ 
vent: choking. The passengers be- 
jcame u badly frightened, the anchor 
I was weighed aud the steamer started 
at, full speed for Satina Cruz, ltX) 
i miles distant. The darkness was in¬ 
tense and the shower of ashes reached 
a distance of 300 miles. Some of the 
passengers on the bout believe that 
the ashes came from the volcano Que- 
mando, which is over the Mexicau 
| border line in Guatemala. 

Tho little town of Quezaltenaugo 
j lies at the base of tho volcano, and 
| they are inclined to believe that the 
inhabitants must have perished. The 
tall of .ashes was heavy at the seaside, 
which was at; least sixty miles away. 

King Leopold May Wed Again. 

New York. — A cable to the Sun 
from Brussels says: It is reported 
that King Leopold, whose wife died 
ou September 19th, wishes to marry 
again. l’lie King is 67 years old. 


Anti-Trust Law Sustained. 

Lincoln, Nob.—The Nebraska So 
promo Court gave a decision sustain 
ing the constitutionality of t he State 1 
anti-trust law, which had been attack¬ 
ed by tho Nebraska Retail Lumber 
1 Dealers’ Association as defendant in 
a suit for danjages for forcing a retail 
dealer out of the business. The law 
exempts laboriug men. The Court 
holds the association to bo unlawful, 
but dismisses the suit as to tbe asso¬ 
ciation because it is not incorporated. 
Tbe members of the association arc 
held liable for damages. 

FATAL BLAST AT FORD COPPER MINE 

Superintendeiil and a Workman Killed 
by an Explosion of Giant Powder. 

Georgetown—Superintendent Them 
as Marslou and John Buoliler, a la¬ 
borer, were killed by an explosion of 
giant, powder at the Ford copper mine 
roar Georgetown. 

Buchler and Victor Forui were driv¬ 
ing a tunnel and the superintendent' 
sharpened drills for them at the j 
blacksmith shop, a short distance 
from tho mouth of the tunnel. Tho | 
blasts were usually fired just before j 
quitting work in the evening. Buch¬ 
ler left the tunnel to prepare the 
charges in the blacksmith shop. He 
had not been gone long when Forui, 
who remained in the tunnel, heard an 
explosion. 

Hurrying to the mouth of the tun¬ 
nel he found that the blacksmith shop 
had entirely disappeared. Tho body 
of Marston lay across tho forge and 
the body of Buchler had been blown 
into fragments. 

A Coroner’s jury investigated the 
disaster. It is known that there was 
from fifty aud seventy-five pounds of 
giant powder in the blucksmith shop, 
the whole of which was exploded by 
Buchler in some unknown manner 
while preparing tho charges. 

Boy Slays a Big Bear. 

Marysville.—Harold Williams, a 
fifteen-year-old boy of Big Meadows, 
while hunting Saturday along Benner 
creek, ran across the path of a bear 
and followed it two miles until he 
came upon the bear. He fired at 
once, but the shot only momentarily 
stunned the bear, who in anger turn¬ 
ed upon his assailant. The boy stood 
his ground, however, and fired again. 
This staggered the beast and enabled 
the boy to get in a fatal shot. Ho 
then hurried home and men were dis¬ 
patched to bring in the carcass. It 
proved to be that of a cinnamon bear, 
and weighed over 500 pounds. The 
hide measured six and a half feet. 

Patients Burned in Pesthouse. 

Charleston, S. C.—The pesthouse at 
the City Hospital caught fire and four 
negro men burned to death before 
they could be rescued. One negro 
woman, the only other inmate of that 
department, escaped.
